AFORMALPECUPATIONOFWAR. 

WASHINGTON, April 25.->The Ho^se of Representatives to-4ay passed tliD bill declar- 
ing the existence of a state of war between the United States und the Kin^Mloin of Spain in 
a manner which can not fail to impress the world. The representatives of 70,000,000 
people voted for it without a word of debate, w ithout a dissenting vote and without a roll- 
call, but with a solemn apprecjation of the gravity of their momentous action. It required 
but one minute and forty seconds to accomplish this. 

KEY WEST, April 25.— Havana Is preparing the blow at the blockading sqondrmi. It is planned to fit ont 

some of the little ^unboatB and eeagoing tupts in the harbor as torpedo boats and attempt to destroy one or more 
of the American ships at nig;ht. The Government baa seized the big tug Azuilar, belonoiinK to Ramon Herrera, 
as well as the Susie, Gonzalez and £1 Cano, all tugs, and la preparing them for the venture. Guards prevent ap- 
proach to the togs, bat the secret Is known to half Havana to-day. 



Spanlah lastrnotlen. Pabli.hed. 
Madrid, April 26.— The Official Ga- 
zette published the instructions of the 
Spanish government respecting the 
right of search of neutral vessels. In 
brief they set forth that warships may 
detain merehuitmen in any non-neu- 
tral waters for the purpose of verify- 
ing the authenticity of the flag and 
for examining the ( argo. if the vessel 
le bound for a hostile port. A dis- 
patch from Barcelona says the can- 
celling of foal contracts by British 
firms will lead to a paralysis of the 
local men. The anti-Hi iiish feeling, 
therefore, is receiving an eutuation. 



Another Spani.h Trick. 

London, AprU 26. — ^The Spanish am- 
bassador. Count ftasoon, has inti- 
mated to United Statea Ambassador 

Tlay that he Is issuing a statement to 
the newspapers setting forth that the 
ambassador of Spain is not author- 
ized to make enlistments. There is 
evidence, however, that the Spanish 
authorities here arr> endeavoring to 
secure engineers in spite of the for- 
eign enlistment act. Colonel Hay con- 
cludes the matter is too small game 
to warrant him in protesting to the 
British foreign office unless it assumes 
larger proportions, but the British au- 
thorities may act oh their own Initia- 
tive. 

Ueny the Firing. 

Madrid, April 26.— Despite the re- 
ports from America, the forts at Ha- 
vana have not opened fire yet upon the 
American fleet, which has never yet 
been within range. The Americans 
have not cut the cable to Key West. 
The government Is receiving telegrams 
via Jamaloa and Bermuda. It is point- 
ed out |>jr officers that the nondelivery 
of the altlmatum leaves the Unit-^d 
States under no pledge in respert of the 
reservations with regard to Cuba.

Toronto, April 26.— Lieutenant Car- 
renza of the suite of Senor Polo y Ber- 
nabe was seen relative tothe report that 
he had challenged Captain Sigsbee of 
the Maine to fight a duel. The lieuten- 
ant corroborated the story. He said he 
had sent his challenge on the 2Uth. and 
if he doee not hear from Captain Slgs- 
bee by the 28th he wlU brand him as a 
coward. Should Captain Sigsbee refuse 
tlie lieutenant wlU then challenge Con- 
sul General Lee.

Washington, April 26.— The Repub- 
lican iii( uil}ers of tlie ways and means 
ctjmmitteo had another conference, as 
a result Of wMeh Chairman Dtngley at 
a late hour reintroduced his war reve- 
nue bill with a number of Important 
ameridments framed tomoct objections. 

There are two new features. One, 
which Is made section 25, gives author- 
ity for the taxed parties and concerns 
to meet the increased rates. It follows: 

That any iiersoi.. firm or ( orporatlon 
who shall have mad" any contract 
prior to the passage of this act and 
without other provision therein for 
the payment of taxes Imposed by law, 
enacted subseauent thereto, upon ar- 
ticles to be delivered under such con- 
tract, is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to add to the price thereof 
so much money as will be equivalent 
to the tax imposed on said articles by 
this act. and not previously paid by 
the vender, and shall be entitled l)y 
virtue hereof to lie paid, and to sue 
for and to recover the same accord- 
ingly. 

And in all cupcs of articles manufac- 
tured or iiroduced in wlioie or in part, 
tipon i'omiiiin;->i(>n or where tlie mater- 
ial is furnished liy one party and man- 
ufactured by another, if the manufac- 
turer shall be required to pay under 
this act the tax hereby imposed, such 
person or persons so paying the same 
■hall be entitled to collect the amount 
thereof of the owner or owners, and 
shall have a Uen for tM aHMNmt thus 
paid on the lanced or msaafkctured 
goods. 

The amended bill imposes a tax on 
telephone messages as follows: For 30 
miles or more, wiierc the (.harge does 
not exceed 2i cents, 1 cent; where the 
charge exceeds 31 cents and dosa not 
exceed >1.50, 2 cents; from 11.50 to |6, 
5 cents; any charge exceeding J5, 10 
cents. Official mestagcs of tlie I'nited 
States government are exempt from 
this tax, as well as that on telegraph 
messages. Owners and operators oC 
long-distance lines are requir*»d to re- 
port monthly to the cuniniiL.sioner of 
internal revenue on the number of mes- 
sages during the preceding month of a 
distance of 80 miles or more for which 
a charge has been made, together with 

the amount re< iMved, under a penalty 
of not exceeding $5ou for failure to re- 
port. 

For the expenses of assessment and 
collection of these taxes 1100,000. or so 
much of that as Is necessary, is appro- 
piiated for the eniploynient of such 
deputy collectors and other employes 
in the several collection districts of the 
I'nited States as may be necessary. 

Punishment for failure to require an 
adhesive stamp duty on any dispatches 
or messages is waiv. d in the case of 
press news dispatches. Bank certifi- 
cates of deposit, not drawing interest, 
are taxed 2 cents, and those drawing 
interest 6 cents. There are many other 
minor changea. 

The Democratic members of the com- 
mittee have a substitute proposition 
for the bond issue, which is briefly as 
follows: To coin $50,000,000 of the 
seigniorage now In the treasury Into 
standard silver dollars, to Issue J50.- 
000.000 of certificates of Indebtedness 
at a low rate of interest, and to insti- 
tute an income tax of S per cent on all 
Incomes over f 8,060. 

Nothing Wronr With A.tor. 

Washington, April 20. — Joliu .laculi 
Astor of New York, not content with 
offering the government free his splen- 
did yacht Normahal and free transpor- 
tation for troops and supplies over the 
railroads in which he is interested, hu.s 
come forward with notice tliai he has 
raiseil and equipped at his own expense 
a battery of artillery, which he desires 
to offer to the government under his 
own |)lan8 for service in Cuba. This 
otter probably will be accepted.
